Tanks Into Action

The. Grandmenil area is’ 20 
miles north of Bastogne and the 
same distance west of St. Vith, 
It apparently was in this sector 
that the regrouped and 
refitted Ist Army divisions were 
Striking their hardest blows. In 
the Rochefort section, 21 miles 
southwest Grandmenil, high 
ground was captured dominating 
the valley ahead 

U.S, attacks on the. north and 
German blows on the south kept 
the Belgian bulge the hottest spot 
on the western front, for the 
forces employed ‘here were far 
larger than in the Saar-Lorraine 
or other sectors. 

One of the German counterat- 
tacks in the south was mounted 
by 50 tanks and a regiment of 
infantry north of. Bastogne, 
against positions of the 101st Air- 
borne Division at 2 p.m, Wednes- 
day. Another force the same size 
attacked the parachute troopers 
northeast of Bastogne in the grey 
dawn today. 

A few tanks got through the 
Eagle Division's lines in Wednes- 
day’s attack near Longchamps, 
but the infantry was _ chetked, 
The Grd Army tought Wednesday 
into Bourcy, 5% miles northwest 
of Baspbgne, up the railroad to 
St. Vith 

Front dispatches said Lt.-Gen, 
Patton was posing two entrap- 
ment threats. around Bastogne. 
One was across the 14-mile neck 
of the bulge. The other was 
southeast of Bastogne, where 
or five German divisions 
were pinned on three sides with 
only a four-mile corridor open be- 
tween Wiltz and Wardin, One 
road only seads from the pocket, 
but the. Germamheld opening is 
in difficult terrain, adaptable to 
defence 

Correspondent Dixon reported 
that apart from the grand-scale 
Beigian action and the single at- 
tack on Gen, Crerar’s men in the 
Netherlands the Germang were 
employing such patrol forces 
along the Western Front that it 
seemed they either were saving 
strerigth for a fresh manoeuvre 
or were beginning to feel the 
manpower pinch.

At the same time, there is very much to 
be said for a freedom of discussion which 
brings out the facts as well as the’ fiction 
of any disturbing aspect in Allied relation- 
ships; such discussion provides an impor- 
tant directive for public opinion. Not ail 
that public opinion, by the same token, may 
have a great deal of constructive value; but 
its distillation usually leaves an essence 
whose usefulness lies in its explosion of 
wrong impressions. Nevertheless, this is the 
time when all. those who in any way pre 
sume to direct public thinking should make 
sure of their facts in advance.

In Italy

My tour of Rome took me over | 
a good dea! of the Italian capital. 
1 could see it was a™elean city. 


Even the side streets, which are}. 


not narrow and precipitous, have 
a cleanliness which was a treat 
for an eye sick of city filth. 


The tour took me to several 
fine old churches, or temples.| 
Most interesting was St. Peter’s. 
Here I found*the most beautiful 
church I had ever set eyes on. 
And I have seen the inside and 
outside of a great many in my 
travels since joining the army 
overseas. 


ST. BETER’S SQUARE 


St. Peter’s Square is terrific in} 
size, the huge, four-deep collon-| 
ade, topped by the figures of 
saints on either side, making the 
shape look like giant, out- 
stretched, cupped arms. -I saw 
the spot where the Pope ad- 
dresses the throngs who gather 
in the large equare on special oc 
casions. Inside, the church is 
massive, laid out like a Latin 
cross, and with a gold-tinted roof. 
The huge pictures which adorn 
thé walls are an eye-opener. At 
first you think they are paint-| 
ings, but taking the guide's ad- 
vice to inspect them more closely, | 
you find the pictures are; 
mosaics. dj 

One picture, said our guide, 
took 28,000 different mosaic 
colorings. He was not sure how} 
many “of the small pieces of| 
mosaic it took to make the pic-/ 
ture, but it must have been many} 
times the 28,000. There are beau 
tiful marble statues, 
one of St. Peter, the right foot of 
which is worn from the touch of} 

_ands..and.kisses, according to} 
our guide, ‘Towards the énd of; 
the church the tomb of St. Peter 
dominates. .Over the tomb ‘is a 
huge bronze canopy, and around) 
it are 95 bronze|lamps, which are | 
supposed to burn day and night 
At the time I was there only a 
few _were lighted, because of a 
shortage of lamp fuel. 

Looking up to the inside of the 
dome, I could see several of the 
balqonies, From the dome you 
can’ look out over the city. You 
can also climb into the huge cop- 
per ball which tops the dome 
When I heard of the 500-odd 
steps (no elevators were run 
ning) I quit right there. I did 

visit Vatican City, but saw 

colorful Swiss Guard at the 
entrance to St. Peter's. 


COLOSSEUM 
Our tour took us to the Colos 
seum, which the guide told us 
was built on the site of Nero’s 
Park. A huge statue ‘of Nero 
(actually a colossal one) gave its 
name to the arena of famous his- 
torical duels between gladiators, 
gladiators and beasts, and where 
Christians were thrown to the 
animals. Despolled by the Ro- 
mans themselves in the lean 
years when building materials 
were scare, and allowed to run 
down in general, the Colosseum 
is not nearly as attractive as the! 
arena in Pompeii. However, we 
can at least say we have seen it. | 
Next we saw the catacombs, 
which run miles . underground 
on the outskirts of Rome. Before 
going below to see the burial) 
places of bishops, our guide 
vaguely pointed over between 
some hiljs and told us “that is} 
the oM Appian Way.” Couldn't 
see anything. there, so, . finally, 
gave it up in disgust 
Finally we became well 
~ acquainted ..with...the fact that 
Rome was not bombed like other 
cities in Italy. We came to the 
conclusion, however, that even if 
Rome had suffered a bombing 
such as Naples, it would not be 
filthy like Naples. Romans seem 
to have a pride in Rome—and we 
were glad to note it. | 


ORDINARY SIGHTS 

It Was fascinating to -walk+ 
about Rome and observe the or 
dinary day-by-day sights. Rome 
is not lighted up on the outside at 
night. When darkness arrives 
the streets are soot-black. But 
soon we learned of fun to be had) 
behind closed doors—and took ad 
vantage of it. Restaurants and 
bars close down around 8 in the| 
evening, but your evening doesn't 
have to stop there, provided you 
look around a little. 

I found Rome -very musical in} 
the right spots. Dances were) 
plentiful and the music good. In 
almest any cafe of a decent size 
there was usually somebody with! 
a fiddle or a banjo, and a vocalist 
or two, For a monetary con- 
sideration they would play your) 
choice. It is nice to have music| 
during meals. Some people we 
met — inchcding pretty girls 
knew a wide variety of songs;
